CONSERVATIVES 
Both political p arties 
include Conservatives 
as they do Liberals and Progressives. These term s 
are not positive. T heir m eaning changes constant­ 
ly. Certainly Benjamin Disraeli would not recog­ 
nize the Conservative P a rty of G reat Britain any 
more than M ark Hanna would recognize the Re­ 
publican Party. T he labels remain; the inherent 
meaning, the objectives, the purposes change. 
There are those who always use the phrase, 
“Times change.” Times, of course, do not change; 
the calendar goes its m erry way in utte r disregard 
ct the virtues or foibles of hum an beings. It is 
people who are different. They are different by 
p ersonal habits, by education, by occupation, by 
geograp hy. 
T he American, for instance, who left this town 
of Sandisfield in M assachusetts before the Civil 
War. was a descendant of Englishm en who s e t­ 
tled in Hartford, Connecticut. They cam e into the 
wilderness of these m ountains to fight Indians 
and to win p ersonal independence by unbelievable 
hard work . Tile stone walls of my farm ate living 
evidence of the back break ing work those men did 
to c arn a living; the old cem etery on my farm 
tells of the wives who died early fighting the b a t­ 
tle of life alongside their husbands. 
Some of their descendants, who had learned 
how to mak e a rem atk able Cheddar cheese, which 
went by the name of store cheese, moved awas­ 
te Oneida Counts in Ness York State. And some 
of their descendants moved to Ohio and w estw ard. 
These people w ere not seek ing assurances; 
They took great risk s to find life. W hen one lives 
among some of them hereabouts who are in their 
8 0’s and 9 0’s, he discovers a wild breath of inde­ 
pendence. H ere is no average, no generality, no 
conformity. It is still each man for himself. But 
not so with the younger generations who have 
work ed in factories and in organized jobs in the 
woods and on m odem road building and w ho k now 
their place in the presence of a foreman or a shop 
steward. Some of tile girls work in the towns here­ 
abouts. in chain stores, and they p retty them ­ 
selves up the same as city girls do. and they k now 
from television w hat cosmetics to use ami .ss hat 
deodorants. And instead of going to church on 
Sunday to listen to long sermons, they sleep off 
S aturd ay night’s carousal. 
These are the same hills; the same sk y; the 
same trees; the sam e dirt roads. But the people 
have been made different by the central town 
school instead of the Red Schoolhouse; by reading 
p ap er-back book s instead of Horatio Alger;; by 
k nowing that they will get p rotection from the 
state if they are out of work . Maybe life is easier, 
p articularly for the women, but something of the 
flame has gone out of them. Their ancestors w ere 
a rebellious people who, even in the Presidency 
of George Washington, insisted on having their 
own way and fought it out in Shavs's Rebellion. 
Rut these days, hereabouts, the great question at 
issue is w hether a grinder is better if made fresh 
or if got frozen in a chain store. 
Elim inating the cliche about changing times. 
we m ust wonder what has produced so different 
a race of people upon this continent than w ere 
here in tile 18 60’s. N either the Conservative nor 
the Liberal w ants to go back to the customs and 
habits of the 18 60’s or the 18 9 0’s, but the Con­ 
servative is astonished, if not dismayed, by the 
habits of thought, the concepts of morals, the ac­ 
cep tance of improprieties, the lack of respect for 
men or institutions in the 19 60s. The Conserva­ 
tive ask s w hether it is necessary to be physically 
dirts to be p rogressive in thought. The Conserva­ 
tive wonders w hether it is necessary to use brok en 
English to be stylistic; w hether women have to 
w ear short-shorts in public to prove equality 
with unshaved inen. It is not only a question of 
philosophy, but of m anners, of ways of life, of 
p rop riety. Is it necessary that divorce be so gen­ 
eral and brok en homes so usual to prove that we 
are a liberal people??

Skepticism of Laboratory 


Reports Is Your Priv ilege

In medicine’s ivory towers, there is a tendency 
to accep t laboratory rep orts as final judgm ents 
handed down from a sort of p hysician’s Sup rem e 
Court. 
While I would be am ong the last to underm ine 
faith in scientific testings, experience has taught 
me tha t each hum an endeavor has some k ind of 
! built-in source of error. 
I call thi* observ ation to y our attention as a 
result of the simultaneous arriv al on my desk of 
three articles describing abnormal electrocardio­ 
grams in apparently healthy persons, and of a 
letter from a reader whose husband obv iously has 
an abnormal heart although his electrocardiogram 
| (ECU) has been reported normal by competent 
ph\ sicians. 
Tho 
medical pap ers, 
based on observations 
made in places as far sep arated as Baltimore, 
O ak land 
(Calif.) and Winnipeg, emp hasize the 
dam age that can he done to the p erson who is 
condemned to a life of inactivity and fear by a 
tracing that mimics the trace tha t’s found in cor­ 
onate’ discase. 
In the words of one author, “if the 
diagnosis (coronary disease! is made w ithout ad­ 
ditional evidence, a healthy p erson may be con­ 
verted to a cardiac invalid.” 
T he other lace of the coin is seen when a p er­ 
son wi t h a cardiac abnorm ality is declared to ho 
normal and is susp ected of fak ing on the strength 
of a normal KCG. 
Ibis seems to have been the fate of m y corre­ 
sp ondent's husband. 
“On several occasions,” she writes, “my hus­ 
band has suddenly comp lained of a fluttering sen­ 
sation in his chest. 
I have had some exp erience 
as a hospital Gray Lady and, when I felt for his 
pulse, it was going so fast I couldn’t count it. 
“ Each tim e he’s been examined bv doctors, 
after an attack , I ve been assured that he’s p er­ 
fectly normal. 
T hey’ve even tak en cardiograms.
